Ottawa, February 27-—- During the 
most of the first week since reassem- 
bling, parliament has discussed the 
huge war appropriation asked by the 
minister of finance for the coming 
fiscal year. It is a vote quite stagger- 
ing in size, larger than any previous 


deman? from the public exchequer iu 
Canadiana history, Of Gre 3/,309,6°°, 
609 asked by Mr lisley ior war expen- 
ses in the coming year, aout o.ue 
half or $660,000,000 will 4 for the 
army at home and abroad; $429,00),- 
000 for tie air force and abou $180,- 
000,000 each for the ravy and muni- 


tions depariments. Te figures, it has 
been explained, are subject to change, 
totaling as will be seen s.mewh»' 
more than the $1,300,009,000 asked. 
Early in the week when preso. ting 
his resolution to the Commons the 
Minister stated that the Canadian 
people would be asked to contribute 
$2,700,000,000 for governmental ex- 
penses in the coming year, repre- 
senting the greatest sacrifice eve: ex 
perienced by the people of this c.un 
try. The war program, he said, would 
tax Canadian productive capaciiy tc 
the limit, would involve radical chan- 
ges in the mode of life of the people, 
and called for the most determined 
and united effort of all Canadian cit- 
ivens, The coming year would probab- 
ly be the most critical in the history 
of civilization. The total of $2,700,- 
000,000 asked from the people by tax- 
ation and borrowing was made up as 
follows; the war expense of $1,300,- 
000,000; about $400,000,000 for repat- 
riation of Canadian securities held in 
Britain, this amount to be placed at 
the disposal of the British government 
for purchases in Canada; non-war 
Dominion government expenses am- 
ounting to $433,000,000 details of 
which have been given parliament in 
the “Estimates”, and the combined 
budgets of provinces and municipal- 
ities amounting to $575,000,000. It is 
the people, who have to foot the bill 
whether the government expense is 
Dominion, provincial or municipal, 
and the total for the year represents 
about one half of the entire estimated 
income of the Canadian people. 


R. B. HANSON OPPOSES 
DECENNIAL CENSUS 


The government's program has 
been under fire from opposition ben- 
ches, Conservative leader R. B. Han- 
son renewed an urgent request for the 
formation of some form of national 
government. There should be, he in- 
sisted, a “master war plan”. A war 
cabinet should be set up, “composed 
of the best men in the country, freed 
from the confining detail. of depart- 
mental administration and depart- 
mental duties.” Party lines in the 
prosecution of the war should be el- 
iminated, he said. The peace time 
estimates of $433,000,000 had not 
been reduced sufficiently, They were 
$18,000,000 under the previous year 
but of this $15,000,000 represented the 
deficition the Canadian National Rail- 
way, which fortunately during the 
coming year would not be a charge on 
the public exchequer. The govern- 
ment should not carry out the decen- 
nial census, due this year, and which 
will cost $2,800,000. This was a peace- 
time activity and the country was at 

ar. “The Canadian people”, Hanson 
said, “would give the money to carry 
on the war to the maximum point of 
which teh country was capable, but 
they would insist that every dollar 
was used efficiently. An object of 
sharp attack by the Conservative lea- 
der was aircraft production in Can- 
ada, which he said was much too 
slow. He issued a statement in which 
he said that he understood six air- 
craft manufacturing companies in 
Canada had recommended to the gov- 
ernment that Federal Aircraft Ltd., 
a Crown Company, should be dissoly- 
ed. The coordination of the manufac- 
ture of Ovro-Ansons, planes for ad- 


vanced air training has been the main - - 


duty of Federal Aircraft. 


M, J. COLOWELL ON FINANCE 
PLAN 

The acting C. C. F. leader, M. J. 
Coldwell has said that he would offer 
an amendment to the war appropria- 
tions bill in which he would ask that 
the $1,300,000 should be raised by 
compulsory interest-free loans “rais- 
ed according to ability to pay and by 
public ownership of the whole finan- 
cial system”. His party would not op- 
pose the war appropriations bill, but 
he urged that wealthy people should 


not be allowed to pile up govern:

Lions Club Hear Interesting 
Debate On Food Blockade 


At the regular meeting of the Lions’ 
Club Held lust Thursday, members of 
the Club were provided an intensely 
interesting program, when four Lions 
debateu the resolution that “Whereas 
Britain does not bomb civilian Ger- 
Many, she should open the icod block- 
ade,” 

Speaking for the affirmative, were 
Lions Rev. Hunt, and Dr Giffen, and 
for teh negative, Lions Rev. Pearson 
and C. F, Nicholl, 

Opening the argument for the af- 
lirmative, Dr Giffen ciaimed that the 
food blockade is unnecessary. . . Ger- 
dmany’s main needs are economic, or 
raw materials. . . rubber, manganese, 
petroleum. Opening the blockade 
would in no way help them in this 
respect. The food blockade is inhu- 
man, it causes untold suifering and 
digease. Millions of children of the 
last war, were born underweight... 
in some cases even lower than five 
pounds, and in few cases over six... 
millions of them were affected by ric- 
kets, tuberculosis, diphtheria, and 
number of diseases. It was estimated 
that there were 20,000,000 cases invol- 
ved, He further claimed that the Bri- 
tish do not believe in total war... 
we do not bomb, use no gus, nor germ 
plagues. Surely, he stated, it is worse 
to die of starvation, than to die from 
the action of a bomb, Again, be said, 
the British do not believe in “any 
means for a good end.” The soldiers 
ure not allowed to pillage property . . 
.. why pillage food? Victory with dis- 
honour is certainly not desirable. For 
economic reasons it would be wise to 
Open the blockade . . . we could sell 
more food, obtain more credit, and 
have more power to obtain war mat- 
erials, 

Rising to defend teh negative’s side 
of the argument, Mr Pearson assert- 
ed that the upholders of lifting the 
blockade were failing to face facts 
. that they were living in a fool's 
paradise. Anyway, he said, the resolu- 
tion was poorly constructed, 

We are standing toduy, witb our 
back to the wall, and with only one 
aim— to eradicate Naziisw and all it 
stands for from Europe, and naturally 
from the world, Insofar as the bomb- 
ing of German civilians by the RAF 
is concerned, it is entirely accidental, 
he said, and unintended. Pilots are in- 
structed to bomb military objectives 
only, and if the odd civilian creeps 
into the picture, it is not by design. 
The Blockade, on the other hand, of 
the beleaguered nations, is definitely 


our fault, Hitler, and his cabinet, are 
doing all they can, he asserted, to ar- 
ouse just such feeling as is expressed 
by the affirmative in order to lay the 
blame for this blockade anywhere but 
at their own door, where it justly 
falls. Sources in the United States 
were quoted as saying that there are 
enough supplies in Europe to last un- 
til next spring, had they not been seiz- 
ed by the Nazi monster to feed his 
own maw. Oslo, for instance, has al- 
most no meat or eggs. There is no 
butter in Holland, and thousands of 
Dutch hens have been seized by the 
fron Guard. All of these have been 
used by the Nazi for the Nazi. Fuel 
belonging to the French fishing fleet 
bas been taken, leaving them pract- 
(cally helpless. 

Lifting the blockade now, will pro- 
long the war and further the cause of 
the enemy in two ways— (1) it. will 
allow him to keep and use his stolen 
food, and (2) he will be able to use 
the surplus for war purpoges ... re- 
manufacture. The whole future of 
Christian civilization he stated, is at 
stake, 

If the Nazis should win, he illust- 
rated, we would all be in the same 
positions as are the small nations of 
Europe today. 

Opposing the statement of the nega- 
tive, Mr Hunt, for the affirmative, de- 
clared that the sympathies of the 
vpposition, apparently were not with 
women and children, but with the 
Dutch laying hens, Further, he stated 
that the point of the negative that the 
seized food in Europe would be used 
to convert into war materials did not 
enter this debate ... it was already 
being used for such purposes. 

How, he asked, could we ask Ger- 
many to feed the nations in Europe 
if we showed ourselves unwilling to 
do it either. 

If we are the immediate cause of 
the blockade, we ccannot expect the 
triendly small nations of Europe, 
who are watching us withhold vital 
foodstuffs, to long remain friendly. 
The question uppermost in our minds, 
probably, he said, is; “Can we trust 
Hither?” We do not have to, he de- 
clared, According to the plan which 
is at present being developed, there 
would never be more than three days 
supply of food loose in Germany at 
any time. Only one boat at a time 
would be allowed through the block- 
ade. If Hitler slipped in the agree- 
ment, no more food would be sent, 
and the Nazi would be stopped with 


but small gain. The idea is not for 
lifting the blockade, but only for op- 
ening it. Plans are even now being 
formulated in England, 

Surely, he declared, this is not the 
British way of waging war. . by 
maiming and starving babes. 

Oa teh negative side, Mr Nicho!l 
stated that all experience in feeding 
Belgium in the last war had cooled en- 
thusiasm in this. No matter what gen- 
eral foodstuffs we sent in, he illust- 
rated, Hitler could use them to make 
ersatz products. The Nazi hs no res- 
pect for the Red Cross, he said, is 
not trustworthy, and has shown no 
finer feelings. 

Further, he said that the British 
cabinet were all unfavorable to any 
change, there is a strong feeling ag- 
ainst giving any chance. All indica- 
tions point to Germany's kicking over 
the traces, 

In rebuttal, Dr John quoted evid- 
ence from London, stating that right 
now, in Europe, there is a shortage of 
30 per cent of the goods needed, and 
that the seventy per cent present is 
very unequitably distributed. 

To allay the fears of the opposition, 
he reasserted the 3 day clause ... if 
this were abused, all further over- 
tures would be immediately cancelled. 
It is not short-sighted, he declared to 
look ahead to after the war, and see 
what we are already causing. 

Mr Pearson, in his rebuttal, stated 
that this war is not the same as the 
last ... Germany certainly would not 
feed these nations if we do. He felt, 
also, that if we were in the loser’s 
place, we would be willing to see our 
wives and children suffer if we felt 
that in the ultimate degree, this 
scourge, would be eliminated, and 
that we would still remain friendly 
with the nation causing the suffering. 

The judges, Father Rouleau, A. D. 
Shrimpton, and Art Hay, repaired to 
a corner, and re-appeared with the an- 
nouncement that while it was inevit- 
able that they were prejudiced from 
the beginning, that everyone must be, 
tm their opinion the negative had th: 
stronger case. 

A detailed analysis of the campaign 
beng staged to boost War Savings 
Certificates was presented, and mem- 
bers were all urged to get behind the 
principal boosters and help them 
boost. The meeting closed with the 
presentation to Lion Spence by the 
Tail Twister, of a beautiful gilt med- 
allion, of the founder of Lionism, for 
his generous and unswerving support.

Wheatland School Division 
Hold Monthly Meeting 


The monthly meeting of the Div sy 
ional Board of the Wheatland School 
Division No. 40 was held on Friday, 
February 21st, 

A hearty vote of thanks was tender- 
ed to Mr J. W. Anderson, who acted 
as chairman of the Board from its or- 
ganization in December of 1938 to the 
end of 1940. Mr F, A. Campbell of 
Beiseker succeeds Mr Anderson as 
chairman, Mr E. A. Wagler of Stand- 
ard is Vice-Chairman. 

It was decided to purchase essential 
equipment for the Home Economics 
room and the Manual Training room 
at the new Swalwell High School, so 
that these classes may be more effic- 
iently conducted, 

The policy of granting a donation 
of $10.00 for each school participating 
in a School Fair is to be continued 
this year. 

The purchase of a piano and radio 
for Swalwell School was approved, on 
the guarantee of members of the 
community that the Division will be 
reimbursed for the cost. 


A request was received for the 
transfer of certain lands in the vicin- 
ity of Rockyford from the Wheatland 
School Division to the St. Rita’s Sep- 
arate School, and this was approved 
on condition that the St. Rita’s Sep- 
arate Schoo] bear a further proport- 
ionate share of the cost of operation 
of the Rockyford Rural High School. 

The budget for the year 1941 was 
adopted, and is based on a rate of 8 
mills on the dollar on assessment 
figures as supplied by all Municipal 
Districts, 

The budget provides $1,500 for ad- 
ditions to School libraries the same 
as last year, which is being divided 
among the schools according to en- 
rolment, It provides for a further lim- 
ited program of repairs, and the com- 
pletion of necessary paint and interior 
decorating jobs which could not be 
finished last year. By the end of an- 
other year, it is expected that most 
of the schools will be in condition, so 
that a considerable saving can be ac- 
complished.
